Conn., passing his childhoo<l in a 
cotton twine factory, his teens in a sta- 
ble and his early manhool as ahorse 
doctor and the landlord f>l a disreputable 
roadhouse near Providence, he was one 
of the richest men in New l^nglan 1. tie 
SI ent money lavisly . l.ouu'hl hni' horsi-.s 
aii'l e(iuipago:.. c niertiiiiii 'l l''e goveiiiors 
of the state, built a pah'tial hotel at 
Ilri'Igi', 5Iass., jind aftvr various in- 
tn^n. s with woiru n, marrieii the hi au- 
1 it'll 1 Mi.ss F.irmuu. daughter of • aleh 
K.ii iium, one of the 1 test known maiiu- 
lai iiuiMs of till' Hlackstone valley. 

"Doc' mms vulL:ar and ii'iiorant. but 
he had plenty ot nuniey. th • source of 
which for many years wa.s a inv stery. 
At length he I (■;;a!i .'i sr.it ag.iiiist I'hilip 
L. Mueii, the iiiillionailo baibeil wire 
mannfacttuer of Worcester. 1 he seci -t. 
of course, of W^ihon s great wealth wiw 
then revealed, for then it came out that 
Moen had from time to time paid "Doc" 
immense sums — tat what reason Moen 
would never disclose. Wilson said he 
was Moen's son, that he was the right- 
ful owner of a barbed wire patent, on 
which he was receiving an immense 
royalty, and soforth. After loeing his 
suit against Moen the ••Doc" attempted 
suicide. His witi- secured a divorce and 
the custody of tbi-ir two boys on the 
grounds of cruelty and other charges, 
and sin< e then W ilson has In-en a wan- 
derer, though a I'rovideiue man s.^w 
him in New York a year ago. Uu wad 
still plentifully supplied with money.

Wasuinoton, Jan. 20.— The supreme 
court of the United States yesterday ren- 
dered a decision in the habeas corpus 
case of William Rebman, of Norfolk. 

Va. , in what is kjiown as the dn*ssed 
beef case, involving the i imstitutionality 

of the N il ginia .stall- law. w hich rei;uires 
iiu-;it^ slaughtered a hi.ielred miles or 
more from Ine place where it Ls oil'-red 
tor sal.t. to lie insi.fct' d by the local in 
spec;>>r. The coiii't deeiih's that the State 
law is uncoii-Iitntioiial. 

Uebm;;n w;is .dl evi. I and liiie(l f. .r 
having sold clicked heel, the proJ.erty of 

Armour ( omiiaiiy. of ( liicago. in 
vi(jlation ot this law. He lefuseil tojuiy 
the tine and carried the case to the 
I iiited State-- circuit court, where Judge 
Hughes graute<l a writ of h.alieas corpus. 
The cat>e came to tlie United States su- 
tiivnie court on an appeal by the oiBcer 
having Rebman in charge, the sole 
question involved being whether the Vir- 
ginia stntute under which Rebman was 
tried is reiiULiiiaiit to the constitution. 
Thee, urt held that it is. and aftirnK d 
Juilge Hughes' decision ordei iiig Iteb- 
jn.iii's diseliarge. 

Ti e staiiile. the conrt holds, is in 
effect II jiiohibitioii upon the sale in 
Virginia of meats, although entirely 
wholes, me. if sl.'iugliteri'd a linndred 
miles from the place of sale, its the in- 
spei tion charge ot one cent per |Hiund 
prevents the owner from i-ompeling 
upon e(iual leim^ in ti e maikt tswith 

tho.se in tiie s.mie bll-illev^ wllov,- meals. 

slaughtered within one hundred miles 
of the place of sale. ;ilt; not silbjei ted to 
insjiection. 

A state, the loiirt decidi s. iii;iy estab- 
lish regul.ations for the jirotection of its 
|>eople a','ain-^t the sale of unwholesome 
meats, but cannot under the guise of ex- 
ercising its police powers, enact iiLspec- 
tion laws which make disttrimination 
against the products of its own or other 
states. The Virginia law, the conrt de- 
clares, is for all practical ends, a statute 
to prevent the citizens of distant states 
having for sale fresh meate, from com- 
ing into com]H.>titi(»i, uiHin terms of 
wpiiility with local dealers in Virginia 
aii<l ;is sni h it.s repugnance t<j the con- 
stitution is manilust. Judge Hughes' 
action in the habeas corpus uiutlei ib 
therefore alttrmed. 

Aiiotlifr Election Rill. 

Washinoton. Jan. 20.— Mr. Langston, 
of Virginia, introduced in the house yes- 
terday a joint resolution to amend the 
Federal constitution in the matter of suf- 
frage. The resolution provides: "That 
all elections for members of congress, 
senat<ir8 of the United States and jiresi- 
dential electoin .shall l'.e by the people of 
the states, under such laws as congress 
shall enact, provided that no elector 
shall l)e allowed to vote any sm h elec 
tion who cannot read and write the Kn 
glish langu.'ige. and tiie basis of rejue- 
t-eiitation iu euch state shall lie reduced 
in the propoi tion which the number of 
fhos«- illlov^tHl to Vole shall bear to the 
whole number of male citizens '.'1 years 
of age in such state." Congress is em- 
powered to enforce this artii le by appro 
jirifite legl^la^iou. The bill w;us refern cl 
to the committee on election of the pr< 
ident, vice pre.ddent and membeis ot 
congrsas. _

class was to have been looted.

The 
fire will oauae bat little interruption to 
their business, as they have opened an 
office temporarily at Nelson's hat store 
on Second street, where their patrons can 
leave goods snd call for packages. 

They have twenty-nine agencies in sur- 
rounding towns, and a big lot of goods 
came in yesterday to be laundried this 
week. Most of this waa destroyed. 
Those who had any goods destroyed in the 
laundry are asked to leave tbair BBOM at 
tbe new office at Nelson's.
